The first 
la a* follows: Build (he foundation 
walls; level the ground inside, do not 
remove any soil; fill in with 6 to S 
inches of coarse sand, travel, or cin- 
ders; and place 8*4 to 4 Inches of con- 
crete floor on top. In this construc- 
tion, be sure the foundations are high 
enough for tbe fill of cinders and the 
floor. This raited floor with Insulat- 
ing fill wiU be* dry.

course concrete floor with a layer of
